THE IIBCEMION. 


Decatur never witnessed a more impos- 


ing and stunning political demonstration 
than the one which occurred here last 
night, when the city was in charge of the 
Republicans. The enthusiasm extended 
to every part of the city, and was kept up 
from the going down of the sun until the 
lust voter had departed from the scene of 
the speaking. 


THEClllAND PAHADE. 


The chief feature of the demonstration, 


aside from the speech-making, was the 
grand torelilight procession, in which 
about 1,000 members of tho famous Linen 
Duster Brigade, from McLean countj. 
participated. 
They came down from 


Bloomington on a special train of eleven 
coaches, arriving here at 8:20 o'clock, ac- 
companied by Lieut. Gov. Hamilton, Cap- 
tain Rowell, Gen. Smith 
and others. 


The visitors were warmly welcomed at the 
Unit n depot by the committee, Good- 
man's cornet band, the Macon county vet- 
erans, about 300 members of the Decatur 
linen duster brigade carrying torches, and 
other persons, who crowded upon the 
platform to receive the delegation and 
join in the triumphal procession. 


Without loss of time the procession 


formed in line under tho direction of Col. 
George B. Hunna, who with Lis staff were 
provided with Decatur horsea, and then 
the long line of 1,500 voters began mov- 
ing westward on Eldorado street, the view 
of the moving mass of humanity and the 
burning torches, as witnessed by thou- 
sands of people who crowded the side- 
walks, being grandly beautiful. Good- 
man's band headed the procession, and 
scattered along the regiment were the 
Bloomington band, a visiting martial 
band,the Decatnr martial band.and a brass 
bandfromSaybrook. In the procession 
were carried nags and significant trans- 
parencies. On one of these was inscribed, 
"Oberly said we Wouldn't Come—Part of 
Us are Here- -Count Us!" All along the 
line of march the duster UOJB were greet- 
ed with the greatest enthusiasm, and the 
boom was kept up until 12 o'clock. The 
visitors showed red and bine lights in the 
parade and made a fine, soldierly appear- 
ance, as some of them kept step to the 
words spoken by them: "Hun-ell1 
ROW-

Following the Bloom- 


ington band came Captain Rowel!, Lieut. 
Gov. Hamilton and (Jen. Smith, the four 
Funk brothers, the four Van SchwoMi 
brothers and the four Hodge brothers, 
each wearing a linen duster uniform and 
carrying a torch. Thus it was that whole 
families came down from Bloomiiigtou to 
swell the crowd, all solid for Rowell and 
the whole Republican ticket. 


Tho procession kept moving for au hour, 


passing west on Eldorado street to Water, 
thence south past the flaming bon fire to 
K.ist Slain, thence westward across the 
old square to Edward street, thence north 
to Prairie, thence east past the tabernacle 
to the city park.

THE 8PKAKINO. 


The speech-making did not commence 


until 9:30 o'clock. It took place from 
the pagoda in the park, which was occu- 
pied by Gov. Cullom, Lt. Oov. Hamilton, 
Gen. Smith.Capt. Rowell^lder Beekman, 
Cept. Kanan, Chairman Hill and a num- 
ber of citizens who had gathered there to 
extend a personal welcome to the gover- 
nor and the Bloomington visitors. The 
speakers were introduced by Hon. A. T. 
Hill, and the first presented was Governor 
Cnllom, who was received with great ap- 
plause by the immense crowd of people 
that pressed around the stand. The Gov- 
ernor is not accustomed to speaking in the 
open air, but he talked for over an hour, 
making a telling speech, covering about 
all the questions before the people. He 
recounted at length what the Republican 
party had accomplished in the past, what 
it was now doing, and spoke of the glori-. 
oils future before it. He touched upon 
state matters, and closed by telling all 
within hearing to vote for Smith, vote for 
Strattan, vote for Rowell, vote for Rogers, 
and Crocker and Foster, and the entire 
Republican county ticket The Governor 
was followed by Captain Rowell and Gen.
